The ninth day of the allied of­ 
fensive

salient saw a lessening in the in­ 
tensity of the 
battle along the 
western side of the salient where 
only mutual bombardments were 
in progress.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT, 
Wednesday, 
July 24.— (By the 
Associated Press)— Colonel Ham­ 
ilton Smith, of the United States 
army died on July 22, within a 
few hours after receiving a ma­ 
chinegun wound below the heart. 
Colonel Smith was making obser­ 
vations after a morning attack in 
anticipation 
of 
improving 
the 
American positions south of Sois­ 
sons, near Missy-Au-Bois. 
Lieutenant Colonel Clark El­ 
liott was killed by machine gun 
fire in the same sector while in­ 
specting the American front lines. 
Major 
J. M. 
McCloud 
was 
wounded while leading 
his men 
when the Americans crossed the 
Soissons-Arras road during the of­ 
fensive 
He was wounded in the 
left arm and in the left side by 
machine gun bullets, .but after re­ 
ceiving first 
aid he continued 
fighting. 
The major was killed 
soon afterwards by a high explo­ 
sive shell. 
Soon after Major McCloud died 
Lieutenant James C. Loder was 
killed by machine gun fire near 
where McCloud fell. 
On different 
days the following captains were 
killed by guns and shells, all of 
them leading their men when they 
fell: 
James A. Edgerton. 
Julius A. 
Mood, Alfred R. Hamel, James N. 
Richard and James ll. Holmes. 
< *olonol was in Outlast. 
Colonel Smith was looking over 
the edge of a hill endeavoring to 
locate the Germans when he was 
struck. 
Th»£ Americans already 
held their objective but Colonel 
Smith desired to improve the po-* 
aition. 
He was in an outpost ac­ 
companied 
by Private Charles 
Aug of Sacramento, (’alif., who 
rendered first aid and called for 
assistance. 
Becoming impatient Aug sug­ 
gested dragging 
Colonel Smith 
back. but the colonel suid: 
“ That would be too much of a 
chance for you. Aug. 
There is 
no ues of exposing yourself. The 
wound is not serious, I can wait.” 
Aug insisted and started with 
Colonel Smith thru a wheat field. 
There was 
no 
complaint from 
Smith during the trip. 
Aug fre­ 
quently stopping to rest and in­ 
quire how' the wounded man felt 
and the colonel replying: 
“ I’m all right; 
look our for 
yourself. 
Those machine gunners 
can see you move hut not me.” 
They finally 
reached a farm 
house where 
American soldiers 
were sheltered. 
The farm house 
was more than 200 yards from 
the spot where 
Colonel Smith 
w'as wounded. 
The injury was 
dressed at the farm house but 
Colonel Smith died on the way to 
a field hospital.

12 to 2 4, upwards of one thous­ 
and little tots under five years of 
age will be 
submitted to scien­ 
tific tests to determine their phys­ 
ical and

status.

trained corps of medical experts 
and each child will be graded in 
accordance 
with 
the 
standard 
method of scoring young children. 
H igh scoring children in the nu­ 
m e ro u s divisions will receive val­ 
uable awards and there will be 
special prizes consisting of liberty 
bonds for the highest scoring boy 
an d the highest scoring girl. The 
m o th er of the highest scoring child 
in the conference will receive the 
Jacob Bunn award, a gold watch 
valued at $125.00. 
Twins, of which eight pair al­ 
ready are entered In the contest, 
will be awarded duplicate prizes. 
Families of six children under six­ 
teen years of ago will get special 
awards.
